REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PARTIAL DENIAL 
TO ISSUE CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION 



Sir: 



Patentees request reconsideration of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office's 
partial denial (dated January 23, 2008) of their Request for issuance of a Certificate of 
Correction in the above-identified patent. (Patentees' Request was filed on February 25, 
2005.) A copy of the denial is attached. 

The denial was based on the premise that Patentees' request to insert a missing 
paragraph at column 30, line 51, of this patent cannot be made because it does not meet the 
statutory requirement that the type of mistake must be (1) of a clerical nature, (2) of a 
typographical nature, or (3) a mistake of minor character. This contention is respectfully 
traversed. Patentees submit that the correction requested at column 30, line 51 is, at 



minimum, of a clerical nature and of a typographical nature inasmuch as it is a paragraph 
omitted by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office at the time of printing. In this regard, 
attention is directed to the original disclosure on page 83 at lines 20 to 25. This the 
paragraph in question, which was omitted from the printed patent. Patentees submit that 
the omission of this paragraph was clerical or typographical, and that, to ensure 
completeness of the record, this paragraph should have been included in the printed patent. 
To add this paragraph by way of Certificate of Correction is Patentees' only recourse.
